Nor were instances unfrequent under the opera- 
tions of the Council system where one trader would be 
displaced by another, and the two enter into arrange- 
ments by which the newly- appointed one received 
profits from the business without investment of cap- 
ital or the rendering of personal services other than 
the procurement of the license to trade,—as in the 
case of Evans and Marsh at Fort Sil,—and I am quite 
confident that no one acquainted with the usage in 
this particular was astonished by the announcement 


made in 

MARSH'S TESTIMONY, 
that be had made such srrangements with the old 
trader, Evans. These arrangements are generaily 
made in the interests of the man displaced. for, unless 
the new appoimtese took tue stock off his hands and 
p the buildings in which he conducted his 
business, the loss by him would be very large; hence 
the old trader wonld be left to conduct the business, 
paying to the new man a perceDtage on his profits. 

If the Secretary of War has a moneyed interest in 
trading establishmnents, it would naturally oecur to 
him to keep large garrisons at such of the posts where 
he was with the trader,—for he has the 
power, if he chooses to exercise it, to increase or 
diminish any garrison; yet it has been exceedingly 
rare, and notably so during the administration of the 
late 8 , for the War mye ay to give orders 
on the subject,—leaving it with the General officers in 
command to determine whether a garrison should he 
strengthened, or, indeed, whether the pest should at 
all be garrisoned. 

Much comment is made on the fact that, although 
the law authorizes one or more” traders at each 
post, the late Secretary, considering one sufficient, re- 
fused to appoint more, and thus 

MADE THE BUSINESS A MONOPOLY, 
and took from the officers and men the privilege of 
dealing with competing firms, as we do in cities, thus 
compelling them to purchase at exorbitant prices, 
This, unfortunately for the detractors of Gen. Bei- 
knap, is an evil which existed long before that gentle- 
man was born, and it is one for which there is no rem- 
ody so long asthe garrisona of remote 
supplied im the manner they are and have always been. 
If trading privileges were given to even two rate 
establishinents at each post, it would be found that no 
respectable or responsible man would undertake the 
business, for it is only because he has the monopoly 
that he is willing to take the risks incident to this line 
of business, and those who sought the gr yc of 
trading would be of a character unsuited fo the posi- 
tion and without means or credit to conduct it proper- 
ly. It must not be supposed, however, that there 1% no 
protection for the troops from the grasping disposition 
of the trader; the army regulations provide that 

THE COUNCIL OF ADMINISTRATION 
shall determine and fix the priee at which each arti- 
cle in the trader’s stopeshall be gold to the officers rnd 
men of the garrison, anditisthe duty of each post 
commander to enforce the regulations. 

The statement 60 generally made that the late geo- 
retary gave extraordinary privileges to certain favorite 
tradéis, especialiy permits to sell liquors, ts incorrect, 
The application that these privileges be granted orig- 
inate-aimpst invariably with the officers at the post, 
and there is scarcely an instance on record where the 
Secretary of War has granted the privilege sought 
without the consent and approval of the officers high- 
est in command of the Department ia which the post 
is located, and then oniy when accompanied by such 
restrictions as would prevent tn jury to the se . 

From the foregoing vour readers will see how little 
reliance is to be placed on many of the silly state - 
ments set afloat by idle gossips, whose whole pl 
a ppeare to be to aid in crushiug the unfo .

THE NAVAL INVESTICATION. 
DEVELOPMENTS. 
Special Dispatoh to The Chicago Tune. 
Wasutrnoeron, D. C., March 7.—The last act 
of the Honse this afternoon was to order into 
custody a reeresut witness who refused to answer 
questions put to bim by the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, who have reopened the inves- 
tigation of the old Governor claim, examined 
dur ing the Forty-Becond Congress by a Special 
Committee, of which Austin Biair, of Michigan, 


was Chairman,Dlair reported that the river steam- 
er Governor was chartered by C. L. Litchfield, 
in October, 1861,by Commander Dupont, for voy- 
ages from Hampton Roads to such ports as 
might be design#ted. The steamer had 
been built in 1846, and was, therefore, 
15 years oid at the timeit was thus employed. 
The terms of the contract were, that the party 
of the first part the Government—shonuld pay 
for the use of the steamer $7,800 for the firet 
month, and $7,500 for each subsequent month. 
The owners were to keep the vessel tight, 
staunch, and strong, and the officers and crew 
were to 
BE PAID BY rug GOVERNMENT. 

There was no agreemens that she was to be em- 
ployed on the rivers alone, but, on the con- 
trary, she was to go to any ports designated. 
The only agreement as to insuring her safety 
was contained in the following extract from the 
charter: 

It is further agreed that if the said vessel be capt- 
ured, destroyed, or damaged by an enemy, or run 
asbore by order of the party of the first part, or other- 
wise injured in obeying amy order of the party, of the 
firat part, the owners shall be indemnified for ali sueh 
loss or damage, but all other loss or damage te the said 
vessel from other causes than those above spevilied 
shall be borne by the party of the second part. 

The steamer was lost ina storm. She was or- 
dered to sea. Her commander protested against 
going: but, being a river steamer, she swamped ; 
in other words, she was lost on just such 
& voyage as she was employed to make, 
but the question was reled whether 
the ordering to sea was the kind of an order sbe 
was insured against. Mr. Blair held that it was 
not, since the orders named related exclusively 
to the dangers of war and not to those of tho 
sea. She was lost because she was not seawor- 
thy, and this was 

THE FAULT OF HER OWNERS, 

who were to keep her so, and not of the Govern- 
ment. After the present Secretary of the Navy 
was appointed, the law rm of Chapman, Hosmer 
& Co., representing the owners of the Gov- 
ernor presented a claim for the value of 
the steamer, which, afier consideration, was 
rejected by the Secretary of the Navy. 
The attorneys wrote to their clients in Portian4, 
Me., that the claim was rejected, and that there 
was very little hope for it. Soon after thie 8. P. 
Brown, of this city,a favorite contractor with the 
Navy Department, and a friend of the claimants 
in this ease, happened to be in Portland, and at 
once undertook to assist them in getting pay- 
ment. He suggested the employment of Simeon 
Johnson as attorney, and also advised that Wil- 
iam M. Evarts be employed to write an nion 
on the case. Secretary Robeson granted a re- 
hearing, and, after much consideration, 
as he himself testified, was constrained 
to change his fret opinion. The sum allowed 
for the steamer was $52,000. Chapman, Hos- 
mer & Co. received half of thie sum, $26,000, 
out of which they paid Evarts, Simeon Johnson, 
and Mr. 8.

The First Serious Fire for Many 
Months, 


And the Loss Only Amounted to 
$25,000. 


Destruction, eof Butter and Eges---The 
Sufferers, 


At about 10:15 last evening Detectives 
Schaack and Whalen, of thé North Chicago Ave- 
nue Station, whnle walking homewards on Glark 
street, noticed smoke and flames wssuing from 
the fronts of Nes. 165 and 167 South Water 
street, midway in the block between La Salle and 
Clark streets, on the south side of Water. 
They rushed to the scene, but finding that the 
flames were already beyond control, they at 
ouce gave the alarm. The Fire Department 
hastily respouded, and found it necessary to at 
once sound a second alarm, as in a short space 
of time the fire seemed to have enveloped the 
entire structure. After giving the alarm, the 
ofticers directed their attentifn to the building, 
and did their utmost in aiding the firemen to 
get to work.

ADVOCATING ECONOMY AND DEMANDING FYTRAVA- 
GOANCE, 
To the Editor of The Chica Uritune: 

Cutcaco, Marci 7.— With wouted talent for 
running afoniof itself, the Cineago lines de- 
nounces the cuormous tax-levy proposed by the 
rapacious city ring, and at the samo time clamors 
that the ring shall syuander more of the peo- 
plo’s money. Thus on Monday that paper in 
one column of its editorial made lusty outcry 
agaiust the ‘‘tax-caters’ call for more“ taxes, 
serving uolice upon them that any additional 
levies would not be paid. Then in another 
column that paper, on the same day, contains 
an elaborate editorial, fortified by figures, urg- 
ing an addition bf 175 men to the city police 
foree. ‘The inconsistency of the Times is of no 
consequence. Having in one column in gen- 
eral terms opposed @ job, it was naturally to be 
expected that in another column that job, for 
some friend, of the editor, would be puffed. 
But as the Times article supporting the pro- 
posed inerease of the police force was 
manifestly inspired in the oillce of the City 
Marsba!, the figures upon which it is based are 
worth examiuing; and, when examined, they 
wili be found to completely overturn the argu- 
ment built upon them. 

The argument for the proposed increase is, of 
course, based upon a comparison with St. Louis, 
the assumption apparently being that whatever 
foliy the suburb on the Mississippi may embark 
in, Chicago is bound to follow her example. It 
is reiuforced by comparison also with New York, 
the extravagant mal- administration of which 
city makes its scale of tax-stealing that which 
the rings of all other cities strive to equal. Chi- 
cago has a force of 565 patroimen ; St. Louis of 
467 ; that is, this city has about a hundred more 
than St. Louis. By the figures furnished from 
the City Marshal's office, and adopted by the 
Times, the population of St. Louis is given at 
490,000, and of Chicago at 300,000, still further 
illustrating, if we are to be guided by the ex- 
ample of St. Louis, how mapy more policemen 
this city pays than there is use for. o cost of 
St. Louis policemen is about #900 each per 
annum. Inu Civcinwati it is $1,000; and in 
these riug-ridden cities, Ihlladelphia ‘and New 
York, 1. 200. The Times states the cost for 
Chicago as about the same as in the latter two 
cities. But this is au error. The appropriation 
for the Police Department made by our Common 
Council for nine months of the fiscal pear were 
$656,332. For the year at that rate (and nobody 
expects the rate of expenditure to be reduced, 
at least until we get a new administration ) the 
cost of our polie for the year will be $375,103, 
against but 81.400, 000 for Vhiladelphia, with 
twice our population and a force of 1,292 
men; * $582,000 in Baltimore for 450 men ; and 
$461,866 for 467 men in St. Louis. The figures 
show tbat, while for their police the cities named 
pay from 8900 to $1,200 per capita per annum, 
Chicago's patrolmen cust upwards of $1,500 
ench per anntm. Under the circumstances, for 
our city ring to talk about emulating St. Louis 
and New Yorkin the matter of police expendi- 
tare is wholly euperfiuous, since our rulers al- 
ready make each patrolmen cost us $300 more 
than in the one aud #600 more than in the other 
for eath man of the force.

PAYING DUTIES IN GREENBACES. 

There can be little doubt that the most 
ignorant man in the United States Senate. is 
Mr. Bocy, of Missouri. His panacea for 
hard times consists of two prescriptions: 
First, to water the currency up to $890,000,- 
000, which would require about $190,000,000 
more legal-tenders to be issued, and that, of 
itself, would have the effect of reducing the 
value of the currency about 20 to 25 per cent 
below what it is now, for in proportion as 
the quantity of irredeemable notes are in- 
creased their purchasing power is diminished. 
The second prescription is to receive green- 
backs in payment of duties. By doing 
away with the large demand for gold to pay 
duties, amounting annually to between $150,- 
000,000 and $175,000,000, and creating a de- 
mand for precisely a like amount of legal- 
tenders, the difference between the two would 
soon disappear,” says Bocy in his speech. 
We have expressed the opinion that he is the 
biggest ignoramus in the Senate, else he 
would not stand up in his place and utter 
such absurd nonsense. At present the im- 
porting merchants purchase with greenbacks 
from the gold-brokers the necessary amount 
of coin with which to pay the duties. Ifthe 
Government accepted greenbacks for duties, 
it would have to buy the gold from the brok- 
ers with legal-tenders, instead of the mer- 
chants doing it, and how would that reduce 
the demand for gold or tend to appreciate 
the value of greenbacks? The employment 
given to the greenbacks would actually be 
less than now, as we shall proceed to demon- 
strate. 

By Bocr’s plan the importing merchants 
would pay greenbacks to the Government for 
duties to the amount of say $150,000,000 in 
the course of a year. The Government, as 
fast as it received the notes, would sell them 
to the brokers for gold, obtaining say 85 per 
cent, or $122,500,000, being a loss of $22,- 
500,000 of revenue. The present way is to 
require the importing merchants, instead of 
the Government, to sell greenbacks to the 
brokers for gold, and pay the same into the 
Treasury for duties. With gold at 115, it 
takes $172,500,000 of greenbacks to purchase 
the requisite amount of coin. Thus the pres- 
ent plan gives a demand for the use of $22, 500,- 
000 more greenbacks than would Boey’s plan. 
So far, then, from his scheme adding to the 
use of greenbacks, it would diminish such 
use to the extent of $22,500,000 per annum, 
and at the same time deprive the Govern- 
ment of 15 per cent of the revenue it now 
derives from duties, thereby leaving a defi- 
ciency of more than $22,000,000. 

The Government requires about $130,000, - 
000 a year of coin for the payment of interest 
on debt and the sinking fund. Whatever 
gold it receives from duties in excess of this 
sum it sells for greenbacks, and pays them 
out for expenses. This gives an additional 
employment to legal-tender notes, of which 
they would be deprived by Boay’s plan. 
But there is yet another and very serious 
objection to the scheme of this sorry suc- 
cessor of Old Bullion,” as Benton was 
called. Our paper currency has a pur- 
chasing power precisely equal to its gold 
value. The importing merchants are con- 
tinually purchasing gold for duties at the 
very lowest price in greenbacks that they can 
get it. They study the gold market with the 
utmost assiduity and solicitude. They use 
every devisable means to secure the highest 


“bears” on the gold market, keeping down 
its price, and striving to sell their paper 
‘money as nearly at par with gold as possible, 
because it is their interest to realize the best 
price for it that can be obtained. The more 
gold on the dollar of greenbacks they can 
get, the fewer greenbacks it takes to pay 
duties or to buy exchange for foreign remit- 
tance. (Any person, except an old blather- 
skite like Boay, can see this.) Hence, the 
the value of our irredeemable currency 1s 
maintained by the importing merchants at 
the highest point it can be pushed by them. 
Suppose now that the Government accepted 
greenbacks for duties, what interest would 
those importing merchants have in keeping 
up their value? None at all. On the con- 
trary, their interest would be to depreciate 
them to the lowest point. The less the 
greenbacks were worth the less value it would 
require to pay duties. The tariff exacts so 
many dollars for duties, and if paper dollars 
were recerved, the more depreciated they were 
the better for the importers. If greenbacks 
were knocked down to 50 cents, the importers 
would save half the tariff tax. If it be ob- 
jected that they would lose on the sale of 
their goods to the retail merchants, the 
answer is that they could do as they did dur- 
ing the War, charge enough for them in cur- 
rency to cover any probable decline in the 
value of the notes until they could get the 
stuff out of their hands. 

These facts are as plain to other people as 
the nose on Bodr's face, and yet he cannot 
see them ! 

The Government would have no way to 
protect itself. It would sell its greenbacks 
taken for duties at the highest bids in gold it 
could get, and it would be to the mutual inter- 


est of the importers and brokers to purchase 


price for their greenbacks. They are always 
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those greenbacks at the greatest possible 
shave, and thus their value would be broken 
down to a figure we dare scarcely contem- 
plate. 

This Boor scheme of paying duties in 
greenbacks is a favorite one with the faction 
which call themselves Independents. It is 
one of the planks in all of their platforms ; 
but if adopted by Congress and enacted into 
a law it would inflict disaster on both the 
Government and people. Before a year, gold 
would probably be quoted at 200 and ris- 
ing. There would be a panic in all values, 
men would be afraid of their money, the 
Government would not be able to pay the 
coin interest on its bonds unless the tariff 
was increased about once a month to keep 
pace with the steady and rapid decline in the 
value of the irredeemable notes, which it 
would then be to the interest of the gold 
gambiers and importers to depreciate to the 
lowest degree of value. 


MR. CLYMER’S WITNESS. 

In connection with the other developments 
of the Breixnarp scandal, the exile Mansz 
now turns up as a very interesting object, so 
much so that the country would like to know 
of Mr. CL un why he allowed this material 
witness, the only witness in the Fort Sill 
bribery, who undoubtedly has important in- 
formation about other matters also, to escape 
to Canada without making any efforts to de- 
tain him.

ness, presented with his witness-fees, headed 
towards Canada and told to get,” notwith- 
standing the protest of Mr. Bass, a Repub- 
lican member of the Committee. Not only 
this, Mr. CL run was informed by the Secret 
Service officers that Marsu was preparing for 
flight to Canada, and declined to take any 
action, and all this happened before the an- 
nouncement was made that Marss and Tou- 
Lrnson were to be prosecuted. If, as is 
claimed in Democratic quarters, they have 
facts sufficient to make BELXNATr's case ten- 
fold worse than it is now, then why was it 
necessary to run Mane off?

Having discharged Marsa as a witness and 
run him off against the protestations of Re- 
publicans, the Democratic House consistently 
followed it up by shirking a Republican 
proposition to investigate the escape.

of said parties, either as witness or for purposes of 
prosecution, or whether any afficial notice was given 
tothe proper law officers of the Government, and, if 
so, whether such notice was given in time to prevent 
the escape of such parties from the jurisdiction of the 
United States, and whether any such parties have so 
escaped, and whether there has been any negligence 
an the part of any one having knowledge of the facta. 

Under the circumstances, these were cer- 
tainly pertinent questions for investigation. 
The Democrats, however, came to the rescue 
of Crymer, choked off Mr. Pacz, and ad- 
journed without allowing any troublesome 
questions to be asked by Republicans. If it 
it be said that Marsu’s testimony is unneces- 
sary, he having made a confession, and that 
they have other testimony sufficient to im- 
peach the Secretary of War, then why have 
they thwarted the investigation of his es- 
cape? If Mansa's presence in Washington 
would have injured the Republican party, he 
would have been detained until next winter 
if necessary. That he was allowed to escape 
shows that the shoe was pinching the other 
foot, and that the resolution to investigate 
his escape was suppressed shows that the in- 
vestigation would have been damaging on the 
Democratic side. The action of Mr. Cirmer 
and of the Democrats in the House shows 
that, now they have struck the blowand made 
all the capital they can on the pending State 
elections, they do not care to have the ex- 
Secretary of War punished any further. The 
doctrine ** Let no guilty man escape’’ is evi- 
dently not good Democratic doctrine, es- 
pecially when the guilty man happens to be 
on the Democratic side. 


SENATOR SHERMAN’S SPEECH. 

Senator JoRN SHerman addressed the Sen- 
ate on Monday in along speech upon specie 
resumption. Mr. SnERMAN opposed the prop. 
osition to repeal the provision of law fixing 
January, 1879, as the date for resumption, 
-contending that the means for resumption 
were ample and the time sufficient. The 
great error of the speech was the common 
one, that it is a matter of national honor and 
national faith that the greenbacks shall be 
redeemed in coin, dollar for dollar, as pre- 
sented, and that no matter how willing the 
holders may be to have them otherwise re- 
deemed, they must be compelled to take coin. 
This is the policy which has evoked so much 
popular hostility to any resumption of specic 
payments. Mr. Saerman clings to this en- 
forced redemption of the greenbacks in coin 
with feligious fervor. This same idea is at 
the bottom of all the schemes for the pur- 
chase and hoarding of gold,—for selling 
greenbacks at 88 cents for gold, that the same 
gold, after being kept idle for some years, 
shall be paid out to redeem the notes at. par! 
Mr. Sanum thinks that is wise policy, eco- 
nomical policy, and a just policy. 

In this very speech Mr. Sazrman cites the 
fact that when greenbacks were first issued 
the contract was that the holders might ex- 
change them for national bonds. He is 
eloquent in denunciation of the bad faith in- 
volved in the repeal of that and other con- 
tracts with the public creditors, and on that 
ground warns Congress against repealing the 
date fixed for resumption. Has it ever oc- 
curred to him, or to those who agree with 
him, that public honor and faith would be 
promoted and preserved by going back to the 
original contract, and again offer holders of 
the greenbacks the option of exchanging them 
for national bonds? The greenbacks have per- 
formed all the purposes for which they were 
intended. They were issued when the Govern- 
ment could get money in no other way; when 
its expenditures in the field were over a mill- 
ion of dollars a day, and the Government 
could not borrow. But that condition of 
things does not exist at this time. The Gov- 
ernment can now borrow all the money it 
needs. The revenue so exceeds the income 
that the Government now pays out thirty 
millions of dollars a year buying bonds which 
are not due. The Government can now sell 
its bonds at par at 44 per cent interest. It

thirty-year bond bearing 3} per cent interest, 
which they will gladly accept, to such an ex- 
tent as will, by the reduction of the amount 
in circulation, advance the remainder of the 
greenbacks towards par. This would be a 
return to the original contract, the change 
of which Mr. Saerman so earnestly bewails. 

But this is not the end sought by the 
school of statesmen to which Mr. ‘Suerman 
belongs. Fifteen years ago Mr. SHerman 
and others engaged in a policy of legislation 
by which the prices of everything manufac- 
tured stocks on hand ere from time to 
time advanced from 10 to 20 per cent. 
During the supremacy of that policy there 
were some fourteen to sixteen acts of this 
kind, more or less general, and each time the 
country was robbed for the profit of the few. 
This policy, however, reached a limits the 
annual extortions could be carried no further, 
and then came desolation. 

This whole idea that greenbacks must be 
redeemed in coin or not at all is but another 
job of the same kind. The country must be 
taxed to buy gold with greenbacks, and the 
gold laid away until there is enough to pay 
it out again in exchange for the greenbacks. 
The Eastern States have their money invested 
all ov the country in contracts payable in 
paper. That paper ranges from 85 to 88 
cents on the dollar. They want no gradual 
appreciation of the paper value; they want 
gold piled up until the greenbacks shall 
jump from 85 to 100 cents, and their 
credits and mortgages advanced 15 to 18 
per cent. It is like the old tariff 
swindles. It is an attempt to add 15 
to 18 per cent to the value of the 4, C0, N, 
000 of personal and corporate indebtedness 
in the country now. Mr. Seeman rejects the 
policy of fixing a day when greenbacks shall 
cease to be a legal-tender for new contracts; 
and offering a low interest bond in exchange 
for the no longer needed legal-tenders. This 
would extort nothing; it would not rob any- 
body; would add nothing to the value of the 
present debts; would not be class legislation ; 
and therefore it is wholly objectionable to 
_statesmen of the Suzrman school, who think 
the office of legislation is to plunder the 
many for the benefit of the few. 


THE CRIMINAL AND PAUPER CLASSES. 

To prevent crime and to devise a remedy 
for pauperism isa problem which the best 
and the wisest of mankind have hitherto been 
unable to solve. It has been claimed that the 
education of the masses would lessen the 
tendency to crime; but, unless the moral 
nature be properly developed, experience has 
shown that mere intellectual training may 
simply throw upon the community an expert 
in villainy. As to pauperism, public and cer- 
tain provision for the poor, simply because 
they are poor, is the worst system, both for 
the poor and for the public, that can pos- 
sibly be adopted. It imcreases directly and 
immensely the evils. Itis intended to re- 
lieve and to correct. Statesmanship and 
philanthropy, both in England and in 
this country, have for generations exhaust- 
ed all efforts to lessen poverty and 
crime, but, in spite of all that can be done, 
they seem to be steadily on the increase. 
Nowhere else have all the powers and the ap- 
pliances of our modern civilization to restrain 
the criminal and benefit the pauper classes 
been more energetically exerted than in the 
State of Massachusetts; and yet the Hon. Sm- 
nzY AnDREWS, Secretary of the Board of State 
Charities, in his last report, makes the fol- 
lowing discouraging statements: 

The most significant fact appearing in the present 
report of your Secretary is, that nearly all our institu- 
tions for the vicious, depehdent, and criminal classes, 
are full, The State Prison and the greater part of the 
county prisons are crowded beyond their cell capacity; 
the State Reform School begs that the number of its 
inmates may not be increased till the enlargement of 
its buildings is completed; there are from 200 to 300 
patients in the lunatic hospitals who cannot be provid- 
ed for by the officers in charge; while the acoommoda- 
tions of the State pauper establi shments, even before 
the pressure of the cold weather begins, are taxed 
about as much as they ought to be at any time. In- 
sahity and crime gain ground in spite of what is done 
to cure the ope and check the other, and the distress 
of poverty is sharper and more widely spread than at 
any other period for a dozen years. 

This is surely a sad condition for the good 
ald State of Massachusetts, always prond of 
her churches, and schools, and colleges, to 
be in; but we doubt whether any other State 
can make much, if any, better showing. 
What is to be done? Must those who have 
at heart and who labor for the best interests 
of society give up in despair? By no means. 
If crime cannot be suppressed and poverty 
must always exist in society, well-directed 
efforts tend largely to lessen and to mitigate 
both the number and the extent of the evils 
that attend them. Just now there appears 
to be a perfect avalanche of bribery, stealing, 
and other crimes, commencing way up 
in the higher grades of official and 
social life, and in its desolating coursesweep- 
ing way down into the humbler departments 
of business; and the hard times are pleaded 
as a valid excuse for the large increase of the 
necdy and pauper classes. But all this cannot 
go on forever. We must get down to the bed- 
rock of honesty and a reasonable prosperity 
before many more years have passed away. 
The philanthropist must not despair nor cease 
to labor for the good of his fellow-men, 
though vice, and crime, and pauperism do 
now fearfully abound, and he sees no imme- 
diate change for the better. That change, 
though even long delayed, will surely come, 
and with it society and himself as well will 
reap an abundant reward for all his labors.

THE EXPORT OF COTTON GOODS. 
The Boston Journal states that the success 
of the exportation of cotton goods manufac- 
tured at Fall River promises to become per- 
manent. About 15,000 pieces of print cloths, 
or one-eighth of the production of Fall River, 
are now exported weekly. The first goods 
sent were the 26-inch, and the demand for 
these goods is so steady that they are now 
selling them at higher prices in England than 
they get for 28-inch goods at home. There 
is also an English demand for 32, 34, and 36 
inch cloths,—e description of goods so little 
used in this country that it will require an 
alteration of the machinery now in use in 
order to make that kind of cloth. 
In other States and cities of New 
England, manufacturers are busily preparing 
for the production of cotton goods of every 
description for foreign markets. The ex- 
ports so far under the revival of trade have 
been exclusively to England, while the more 
extensive and nearer markets have not been 
approached. The fact is that for fifteen 
years we have been hugging the fraud of 
Protection, and have let all the trade of the 
world pass away from us. We have given up 
the production and sale of cotton goods ex- 
clusively to England, and have, in fact, be- 
come an increased purchaser from her our- 
selves, having bought last year eighty mill- 
ions of yards of English cotton goods made 
from American cotton. While our manufac- 
turers have been lobbying at Washington to 
have a cent or two cents per square yard 
added from year to year to the priceof cotton 
goods, we have lost the trade of the world, 


million of yards of cotton cloth per day, 
to China alone, Sundays included. While 
our manufacturers have been spending 
their money in keeping a lobby at Washing- 
ton, and supporting starveling newspaper or- 
gans in the interest of Protection, Great 
Britain has seized possession of all the 
markets for cotton goods even at our very 


import seventy-five or eighty millions of 
dollars’ worth of sugar and other goods 
from the West Indies ; we pay for them with 
gold bills of exchange on London, and those 
gold bills are employed in part to purchase 
cotton goods in England to be sent to the 
West Indies. We shut ourselves out from 
the sale of cotton goods not only in the West 
Indies, but in Mexico, Brazil, Chili, Peru, 
and all the Central and South American 
States, and handed it over to Great Britain. 
Of the millions of gold we pay to these 
States for coffee, sugar, and other of their 
products, a hundred millions goes direct to 
London to pay for British-made cotton goods. 

In like mannner we have given away the 
cotton trade with China, Japan, and even 
that of Germany, Holland, and France, 
amounting at this time to a hundred mill- 
ions more annually. But the actual loss of 
this trade is not the only logs: we have lost 
the means of recovering it. To get a mar- 
ket for American cotton goods we must sell 
them to British mc:chau‘s, and they must 
reach even Cuba and Mexico, if at all, 
through London. Though within seventy- 
two hours’ travel from New York and the 
West Indies, theonly way we oan supply those 
islands with American cotton goods is to sell 
them in London and have the British mer- 
chants resell them. The world has come to 
buy cotton goods in England, and the 
United States are as much out of the 
market as are Sweden and Norway. We, 
moreover, have lost our mercantile navy ; 
we have taxed it out of existence, and have 
given over the carrying of our own bread 
stuffs to the vessels of other countries. We 
have parted with the means of distributien. 
If we do malte a sale of something to a for- 
eign people, We have to wait until the vesse’ 
of some foreign country takes the job of car- 
rying the goods to their purchasers. In our 
infatuation with the delusive fraud Protec- 
tion, we have thrown away the vast commerce 
which we might possess ; have limited and 
restrained manufactures to the home market ; 
have cursed ourselves with an increased cost 
of living ; have been compelled to discharge 
labor and compel it to choose between starva- 
tion and work; and now find ourselves with- 
out the means of recovering the trade we 
have given to another. 

During. 1875, England exported 3,359,946, 
900 yards of cotton cloths, valued at $267,- 
947,835. She alse exported thread, stock- 
ings, etc., in large amounts, increasing the 
total value of her exports of cotton manufac- 
tures in 1875 to 8292, 825,245. Of this 
enormous sale she sent the quantities and 
values named to the following markets, all of 
which should be supplied by the United 
States.:

These were the British exports of cotton 
cloths,—piece goods alone, - and the values do 
not include cotton manufactured in other 
forms. In all these markets, purchasing 
nearly 6100, 000, 000 in gold, the United States 
manufactures ought to be sold at such rates 
as to exclude all competition. We have a 
practical monopoly of the raw material; we 
furnish England with the cotton, which she 
turns into cloth and sells to us. 

According to the American theory, England 

ought, in order to encourage her manufac- 
tures, to so tax raw cotton and wool that the 
cost of producing cotton and woolen cloths 
would be such that she could not sel] them 
anywhere outside of Great Britain; that the 
English Government ought to encourage her 
manufactures by so taxing the raw materials 
of cotton and wool that, instead of selling 
#400,000,000 worth of manufactured goods, 
they should patriotically confine themselves 
to supplying the people of England only. 
This is the principle upon which manufac- 
tures are protected in this country, and 
this explains why England sells to us 80, 
000,000 yards of cotton piece goods annually, 
while we export to all the world 10,000,000 
yards all told. What is true of cotton goods 
is true of nearly all other lines of manufac- 
factures. ‘We have many of the raw materials 
of native production in abundance, and have 
equal facilities with Great Britain in getting 
them all. But we so tax these materials that 
we cannot produce an article which we can 
sell beyond the limits of the United States. 
It will take time, anda long time, to fa- 
miliarize the people of other lands with 
American textile fabrics. The most essen- 
tial preparation for their export is a removal 
of the legally-imposed additions to the cost 
of production. The manufacturers must 
have their raw material free of tax; they 
must be relieved of restrictions not imposed 
on manufacturers of other countries; must 
be free to produce all they can and to sell it 
where they can; and then in time, with free 
competition, American goods will be known 
in all parts of the world, and the American 
flag upon American vessels will be once 
more seen in foreign parts. 


Itis time now forthe Democratic inven- 
tions to commence spoiling.

The recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of this State, declaring void the bequest of 
Srepuen G. Grivrira of $50,000 worth of 
land to the .American Tract Society, the 
Church Extension Society of the Methodist 
Church, and the American Bible Society, 
upon the ground that a foreign corporation 
cannot hold real estate in Ilinois, is attract- 
ing considerable attention abroad, the more 
so from the peculiar circumstances of the 
case. The deceased Grurrits made this dis- 
posal of his property in fulfillment of a vow 
made several years ago when he was in 
financial distress, that if God would prosper 
him in his business he would bequeath his 
property to religious and charitable objects. 
Many of the State Constitutions contain pro- 
visions similar in effect to the principle in- 
volved in the decision of our Supreme Court, 
and they should be in every State Constitu- 
tion. The devising of property in this man- 
ner has been fraught with evil to the world 
for the past twelve centuries, and has 
been the cause of some of the most 
terrible wars the world has ever seen, 
in England, France, and Italy. It 
has worked incalculable mischief, and will 
always do so. It places dying men at the 
mercy of unscrupulous clergy, with the 
power to extort their property from them for 
the benefit of the Church by terrifying them 
or by persuasions of other character. The 
tendency of such a provision in the State 
Constitutions would be healthy in every re- 
spect. It would protect the legal heirs to 
property ; would prevent unscrupulous cler- 
gymen from obtaining property in an irregu- 
lar manner, amounting to extortion ; and, 
better than all, would induce men who are 
charitably disposed to give their money out- 
right. It is an unexplainable feature of hu- 
man nature which leads men to put off help- 
ing public charities until after they have 
left the world, instead of contributing to 
them when living, so that they may enjoy 
the recompense of a good deed, and in addi- 
tion thereto sce that their trusts are properly 
administered. 


As in the appointment of RICHARD H. Dana, 
Jr., of Massachusetts, Minister at the Court 
of St. James, so in the appointment of 
Judge Tart, of Ohio, to the Secretaryship of 
War, the President has at last acted with dis. 
crimination and judgment, and secured the 
services of a man who will reflect honor up- 
on the situation, exercise an important influ- 
ence in the Cabinet, and do credit to the 
country. In intellectual ability Judge Tart 
is one of the clearest-headed men in the West. 
His moral rectitude and honesty of life have 
never been questioned. In scholarly qualifi- 
cations also he ranks high among the public 
men of this country.

If our correspondent will turn to any common- 
school history, he will learn therefrom that, after 
undergoing several changes, the standard of fine- 
ness of American gold and silver coins vas fixed 
by law in 1837 at 900 pure metal and 100 alloy. 
At that time and previously the gold and silver 
coins were equally a legal-tender for any amount. 
The value of silver was rated lower in the 
United States coinage than it was in other coun- 
tries, and a result was that our silver coinage 
was exported, the difference between its vaiue 
as bullion and as legal-tender affording a 
profit to the exporter. Congress, therefore. 
in February, 1853, provided for a reduction in 
the weight of the silver coins from 206 
grains to 192 grains for the half-dollar, and 
proportionately for the smaller coins. The 
standard weight of the dollar was unchanged, 
but its coinage was stopped, though the Govern- 
ment continued to purchase silver and coin 
haif-dollars and other small coin. This change 
reduced the value of these minor silver coins, so 
that the whole dollar had an intrinsic value ex- 
ceeding 7 per cent more than a dollar made up 
of halves or quarters. 

At this same time, and in consequence of these 
changes, silver coins were deciared to be 
legai-tenders for sums not exceeding $5 in 
any one payment. The law has not been 
changed in this particular at any time since 
1853, and consequently silver coin was a legai- 
tender for that amount only when the War 
broke out, and when the bonds of the United 

were issued.

ae York, March 7.—The House for Aged 
eople, conducted by the Catholic community 
known as the ‘*Little Sisters of the Poor,” and 
located in the Eastern District of Brooklyn, was 
completely burned this morning. The house 
comprised a four-story building. with two wings, 
and contained 185 inmates. When these were 
made aware of tho fire a paniciseized them, and. 
the Sisters losing control, they ran through 
the building, some escaping . to the 
street, but others sank down exhausted 
and overcome by fright and smoke. The 
police and firemen rescued all these, but a num- 
ber who could not get to the lower floors by rea- 
son of the smoke and flames, ran for the roof. 
Al who reached there were rescued, but some of 
the inmates, who were too feeble to run or to 
clamber, were burned to death, while two who 
threw themselves from upper windows were 
fatally injured. 

‘Two bodies have been taken from the ruins. 

The loss on the building and furniture is 
$25,000 ; the insurance 830, 000. 

LATER. 

A later report from the fire makes it more dis- 
astrous in its results than was at first noted. It 
seems that the fire was discovered in the south 
wing. occupied by the male portion df the in- 
mates, and contained seventy-two persons, whose 
ages varied from 68 20 105 years. 

The fire was discovered by a person on the 
street, who gave the alarm by ringing the bell of 
the institation, awakening the Sisters and 
the aged inmates. When the firemen arrived 
the flames were sweeping through the south 
wing in every direction, and it was not until 
about 9 o'clock, and the fire had been reduced 
to smoldering embers ip the vasement, that 
the firemen were enabled by ladders to examine 
the upper stories of the burned wing. 

In one of the rooms in the third story, 
second tier, a horrible sight presented itself to 
the fireman who first was able to make bis way 
through the smoke and flame into it. There, 
stretched upon their pallets, the mattresses, 
quilts, and even pillows of which had been 
singed by fire, being partially covered, with the 
water that subdued the flames around them,

EIGHTEEN VICTIMS OF THE AOLOCAUST, 
including those who died from suffocation. 
Inose burned were, of couvse, unrecognizable, 
aud their blackened remains presented a sicken- 
ing sight, as the firemen dragged them out and 
gave them in charge of the Sisters, the clergy, 
and brethren from St. Jonn’s College. These in 
turn conveyed the remains to the basement of 
the institution and there wrapped them up in 
sheets and blankets to await the arrival of the 
Corover. Most of the missing have been ac- 
counted for, and the above, it is believed, com- 
prises the total list of those burned.

THE GREAT WASH ALONG THE MISSISSIPPI. 

Speciai Dispatch to The Chicage Triovune. 

LaCzosszE, Wis., March 7.—Additional partie- 
ulars regarding the great flood were received 


to-day from all directions, indicating that the.

The Chicago & St. Paul Road is covered with 
water for a distance of 4 miles, with a mile of 
track reported washed out east of Winona 
Junction. 
ALL TRAINS 
ov this road are suspended. The western ter- 
minus of the road is now at Sparta, with no 
Lastern mail since Saturday night. All 
communication is now cut of west 
of hero. ‘The last heard from Root 
River Valley is most startling. The water in the 
Root River is higher than it bas been since 1858. 
The Southern Minnesota Railroad, which runs 
through this valley, is reported to be in a fear- 
ful condition. At Bushford, three bents of the 
railroad bridge are gone. At Houston 3 miles of 
track are inundated. Twotruss bridges, Nos. 
17 and 24, near Cushing's Peak, are reported 
gone. No. 9 bridge at Hokah is gone, with the 
water 6 feet deep on the bottoms, Ihe machine- 
shops at Hokah are full of water. Until the wa-

TIA FUGITIVE SLAVE CIRCULAB. 

In the House of Lords this evening the Vis- 
count ‘Cardwell presented a petition signed by 
the Protestant dissenting ministers of London 
praying the immediate and unconditional with- 
drr wal of the fugitive slave circular. On taking 
tis step Lord Cardwell poiuted to the efforts ot 
‘sivilized nations, including the United States, to 


‘abolish slavery. 


Lord Cairns, in reply, explained that the object 
of the circular was to inform the commanders 
of Her Majesty's vessels that it would not auf- 
fice to take slaves on board,—they must put 
them ina place of safety; but inasmuch asa 
British vessel entering foreign waters was 
bound not to violate or abet a vio- 
lation of thegiaws of a foreign State, 
the English Government preferred refusing to 
receive slaves on board to surrendering them 
after they were received. Lord Cairns called to 
mind what the present Government had done 
towards suppreesing the slave trade in Zanzibar 
and on the Gold Coast, and thanked God this 
was not a party question. Any Govern- 
ment would have done the same. ‘The 
circular could not be withdrawn witheut 
leaving more stringent regulations in force, but a 
not small or unimportant step was about to be 
taken towards the time when it might be the 
destiuy of England to consummate, as it has been 
her privilege to commences, the overthrow of the 
nefarious system which was the disgrace and 
curse of humanity. 

SCHENCK’S SUDDEN EXIT. 

Lonpon, March 8—5:30 a.m.—The Hour states 
that Lord Derby called on the Emma Mine Com- 
pany to withdraw its suit against Robert Schenck 
on the ground that the writ of arrest was served 
while Mr. Schenck held the office of Ambassa- 
dor, and was therefore illegal.

Mr. Butterwick's Gas Bill. 
Philadelphia Builetin, 

one of the very few cold snaps that we 
have had this winter, the gas-meter in Mr. But- 
terwick’s house was frozen. Mr. Butterwick 
attempted to thaw it out by pouring hot water 
over it; but, after spending an hour upon the 
effort, he emerged from the contest with the 
meter with his feet and trousers wet, his hair 
full of dust and cobwebs, and his temper at 
fever heat. After studying how he should get 
rid of the ice in the meter, he concluded to use 
force for the purpose, and so, seizing a hot 
poker, be jammed it through a vent bole and 
stirred it around inside of the meter with a con- 
siderable amount of vigor. He felt the ice give 
way, and he heard the wheels buzz around with 
rather more vehemence than usual. Then he 
went up stairs. 

Ue noticed for three or four days that the 
internal machinery of that meter seemed to be 
rattling around in a remarkable manner. It 
could be heard all over the house. But he was 
pleased to find that it was working again in spite 
of the cold weather, and he retained his serenity. 

About two wecks afterward his gas bill came. 
It accused him of burning. during the quarter, 
1,500,000 feet of gas, and it called on him to 
settle to the extent of nearly $350,000. Before 
Mr. Butterwick’s hair had time to descead after 
the first shock, he put on his hat and went down 
to the gas office. He addressed one of the 
clerks : 

„How much gas did you make at the Blank 
works last quarter? 

I dunno; about a million feet, I reckon.”

Resuming Work On the Appro- 
priation Bill. 


Comptroller Hayes Says the $500,- 
000 Deficiency Item Must 
Stay In. 


The Aldermen Accordingly Cut Off 882, 
000 on Street-Cleaning ; 


But Cannot Be Persuaded to Dispense 
with the City Assessor. 


Slight Reductions Made im the 
Collector’s Office. 


An adjourned meeting of the City Council was 
beid last evening for the consideration of the 
Appropriation bill, President Dixon in the 
chair and a quorum present. 

On motion of Ald. Fitzgerald the Appropria- 
tion bill was taken up item bv item with the un- 
derstanding that the yeas and nays should be 
called on each. 

Ald. Woodman said that he was given to un- 
derstand that certain dispatches had been re- 
ceived from the Comptroller, now in New York, 
asking several things from the Council. He 
called upon the Chairman of the Finance Com- 


mittee to explain the matter. 
ALD. HEATH ‘ 

said that the Finance Committee and several 
other members of the Council and other brauch- 
es of the City Government had been in confer- 
ence on two occasions to consider the Appro- 
priation bill. The Comptroiler had stated in a 
telegram that the intention of the Council to 
keep down the appropriations had been well re- 
ceived among the Eastern capitalists, but that it 
was expedient that the item of $500,000 for de- 
ficiencies, which had been stricken out in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, should be reinserted. 
If it were possible to insert the item and still 
keep the appropriation at or near its present 
figures by cutting out other moneys to that 
amount there was no question but that it would 
greatly enhance the credit of the city in New 
York as well as at home.

neéded. The city’s expenses were fully $157,000 
per month without providing for any judgments, 
and these must be provided for in some way. 

Ald. Hildreth tried to get the provision in the 
building law relating to spark-catchers repealed ; 
but, after some discussion, it appeared that only 
a few members of the Council had any idea 
what a spark-catcher was, and therefore the 
matter was withdrawn. 

Ald. White then bad an animated discussion 
with the Chair about his right to make a speech, 
but Dixon, having the advantage of the gavel, 
subdued the gentleman from the Eleventh after 
a struggle, aud amid much confasion aud mer- 
riment. 

The Clerk then read the ordinance containing 
the appropriations, the first item being for 

THE ASSESSOR'S OFFICE, 
$11,000, with the unexpended balance of $7,000. 
Ald. Fitzgerald moved to strike out the item. 

Aid. Heath, being called on for information 
about the office, said that the Finance Commit- 
tee had considered the question of the office. 
and had coucluded that it was of no use if the 
revenue was to be collected under the geveral 
law. If, on the contrary, the taxes were to be 
collected under Bill 300, then the Tax Commis- 
siouer’s oftice would be useful. 

Ald. Schaffner said that Judge Drummond had 
passed upon and 1 Bill 300. If the Su- 
preme Court should pass the same judgment, 
then the keeping up the machinery of the office 
would be a matter of economy. He hoped the 
item would be kept in. Its striking out would 
be a short-sighted econumy. 

Ald. Quirk said that if the Council was 
of the opinion that the judgment of 
Judge Drummsnd would de sustained 
then they should keep the item; otherwise it 
should be cut out.

¢ | feet of water. The day's receipts were fair, however, 


notwithstanding the recent soft weather, and a good 
many operators were inclined to belief that they will 
contique as large as wanted by the trade under present 
conditions. 

There was little that was new or important to note 
in connection with the dry-goods marget. The un- 
favorable weather operated against an active move- 
ment, but a very respectable aggregate of sales wae 
accomplished neverthe ess, and at fully sustained 
prices. Jobbers of groceries had a fair trade and 
nothing more. In values no quotable changes were 
made, though a further advance in sugars and higher 
prices for sirups were talked of. Coffees remain un- 
settled. Other lines, comparatively, were steady. 
The demand for butter continues unabated, and the 
market is rm and higher. Cheese was firm and un- 
changed, though for fine goods the tendency was 
rather upwards. Prices of fish, dried fruits, and can- 
ned goods were nominally steady. Bagging, leather, 
coal, wood, paints, ond oils were quoted quiet and 
unchanged, 

The lumber market was moderately active and 
steady, at least for the common qualities, which are 
principally called for. The demand for hardware and 
nails is improving, and recent quotations are adhered 
to generally, except for nails, rates for which are ir- 
regular. The salt market was unchanged. Wool, 
broom-corn, and hops were rather quiet. Seeds were 
more active and steadier, clover being firm at an ad- 
vance of about 100. Green fruits were selling to the 
retail trade, and foreign varieties were firm, in conse- 
quence of the firmness in New York, where the de- 
mand, especially for oranges, keeps the market nearly 
bare of offerings. Eggs were dull and easier. Poultry 
was steady, under a fair inquiry and limited offer- 
ifigs. Wild ducks were abundant and dull, at lower 
prices.

—— ; Henry Valk and F. Fusick from the Sixth 


Gen. Mann said thai, as he understood it, the 
only object of the meeting was to fix the time 
and place for holding the Town Convention. He 
moved, therefore, that a commiitee cousisting 
of one from each ward delegation be appointed 
to choose time aud place, aud also to name the 
number of delegates to be elected to the Con- 
vention. 

While the Committee were absent. Mr. 8. W. 
Koox made a few remafks upon the importance 
of the town election, especially considlering the 
amount of taxation under which the people were 
suffering. To the citizens the town election was 
of more vital im nee than the Presidential 
election next fall. Heretofore the town offices 
bad been neglected, and incompetent aud 
corrupt men had been allowed to monopolize 
them. What was most waated, of course, was 
the abolition of town organization, but, until 
that reform could be brought about, the only 
thing to do was to take care that the town offices 
were not abused. 

THE CONVENTION. 

The Committee then reported as follows: 

Your Committee recommend that a Convention be 
calied to meet at Billings’ Hall, corner of Washiugtou 
and Halsted streets, at 4 p. m., March 23, 1876, for the 
purpose of nominating offieers for the Town of West 
Ohicage, and that the representatives shall consist of 
six delegates from each ward, to be elected by the sev- 
eral Republican Ward Clubs. 

Gen. Mann, being called on, said that this was 
the tirst time that he bad ever interested himself 
in town politics, The taxes were becoming 
enormous, and the feeling seemed to be growing 
abroad that the best people failed to take a 
proper interest in the election of good town 
officers. The question came up in the Grand 
Council, and was thoroughly discussed, and it 
was advised that all Republicans take active part 
im the election. He believed that a rigid exami- 
nation could be instituted at the polls which would 
exciude illegal voting. The idea of calling the 
Town Convention was a good one, and Repub- 
licans should try to make it as effective as possi- 
ble. It was desirable to consider the question 
of candidates thoroughly, snd put good and 
honest men forward. 

Maj. Loughlin thought that the people were 
greatly interested in the town election,—more 
than at any time previous. The Committee had 
allowed a large delegation from each ward to the 
Convention, and there need be no diiliculty in 
choosing & set of officcrs. 

Justice isbury, being asked regarding the 
manner of appointing judges of town election, 
stated that they were chosen by the Moderator 
of the town meeting, or, if he failed to make the 
appointment, then the judges and clerks were 
elected by the people before the opening of the 
polis. There was generally one voting place in 
each ward, and the polis were opened atl 
o vlock aud closed at 2 o’clock. 

On motion of Maj. Loughlin, a committee of 
three, consisting of Mesers.

RECORDER STEWART. 
THE INVESTIGATION. 

The Committee on Puplic Records, to whom 
was referred the matter of investigating the 
condition of affairs around the Recorder's office, 
will commence the examination of the books to- 
day, with the assistancé of experts. The Com- 
mittee will no doubt find from the books that 
there ought to be a certain amount of 
money on hand, and the Recorder will 
doubtless show that such amount is at 
command. This would seem to be the 
natural end of the investigation, but if it stops 
here the Committee will come short of its duty, 
in view of the fact that the air is full ot rumors 
reflecting upon the general managemeut of the 
office, especially the Abstract Department. The 
examination should not stop with the books, but 
witnesses should be examined as to the com 
tency and integrity of the management, in view 
of the fact that property-holders are already dis- 
trustful, and have an idea that the 
abstract-books, worth little at first, are 

wing more worthiess every day. 
Ft shoud examine especially into the receipts 
of that department, and the efficiency of the 
help employed, and it need not go outside of the 
County Board for witnesses to condemn the 
management. and to find persons who would not 
accept an abstract from that office as a gift, or to 
find those who would refuse to deal with it under 
any circumstauces, unless guaranteed from loss 
on sccount of clerical blunders. And as to how 


it might not be amiss to examine 
some of the Recorder's help,—for instance, 
a Mr. Buehler, who is said to have advanced 
him money. Then, again, it might not be fruit- 
less, as reflecting on the management, to exam- 
ine even a few of the janitors or watchmen of 
the office, who, it is said, have complaints to 
make on the ground that they have not been 
paid or ‘salaries allowed them by the County 
Board.

They have 
drifted Yaway from the original intent, and 
are trying to cover too much ground, 
and that is why the Cheap  Trans- 
portation Association organization has for the 
present fallen to the ground. Such a society 
could do a vast deal of good here, an i its neces- 
sitv is acknowledged upon ali sides. 

Mr. E. B. Stevens called the meeting to order, 
and Mr. J. T. Baker acted as Secretary. : 

The Chair alluded to the small attendance. 

Some ove suggested the reading of the pro- 
posed constitution and by-laws, but Mr. Baker 
thought that as no action would then be taken 
on them they should not be brought before the 
meeting. 

Mr. Wright thought that they should com- 
mence the organization in private, and thus 
bring it into actual existence. 

It was suggested that lists be passed around 
among business houess for a cali for a meeting 
to be held hereafter. 

Mr. Baker moved that the Chair obtain a list 
of names and repoy them hereafter to another 
meeting. 

Mr. Wright then moved that a committee of 
five, including the Chairman, be appointed to 
take up the matter, and obtain names lookin 


‘to the furtherance of an association which shall 


be organized for the promotion of the commer- 
cial interests of Chicago. 

Mr. Wright thought they should take a wider 
scope than cheap transportation, and inciude 
every subject of benefit to the mercantile com- 
munity. : 

Mr. Lyman Bridges offered the following as 
an amendment: 

To obtain members for the organization of the Chi- 
cago Commercial end Transportation Association to 
obtain, preserve, and circulate valuable and use- 
ful intormation relating to transportation; to 
encourage the improvement and increase the 
capacity of our terminable facilities for the 
handling and storage of roduce and mer- 
chandise; to facilitate the ustment of differ- 
ences, controversies, and misunderstandings between 
its members and transportation companies; to. advo- 
cate the construction of new avenues for transporta- 
tion and the improvement of those now existing; to 
devise, submit, and advecate plans of legislation, by 
which the defects and abuses of the present syste 
may be remedied, and to advocate such other princi- 

les and projects in connection with the subject of 
sportation as will tend to advance the commercial 
prosperity of our city and country. 

This practical suggestion, which is identified 
with the objects of the New York Association, 
was rejected, and Mr. Wrights resolution was 
was passed, after which the meeting adjourned.

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
CONSIDERING COMPTROLLER HAYES’ SUGGESTIONS. 

A meeting of the Finance Committee of the 
Council, the President thereof, the Mayor, and 
Acting Corporation Counsel was held yesterday 
afternoon ia the private room of the Comptroll- 
er’s office to consider some telegrams from Mr. 
Hayes, now in New York. These dispatches 
recommended three things as necessary to be 
done by the Council at once to help the city's 
credit. 

The first request was that the Finarce Com- 
mittee would procure at ence, if possible, an 
order from the Couneil offering a rebate of, say, 
10 per cent on all back taxes—years of 1875 and 
previous—if said taxes were paid within a spec- 
ified time, perhaps a month. This was consid- 
ered and discussed at length, and, inasmuch as 
the | right of the Council to do this was not 
clear, Committee decided to make no recom- 
mendation at present on the subject. 

Comptroller Hayes’ second os was that 
the Council would put into the bili the item of 
$500,000 for deficiency which had been stricken 
out m Committee of the Whole. The inference 
was left that if this item were put io, it would 
help the city’s credit very much; but if it were 
loft out, it would hurt its credit and seriously 
cripple the Comptroller in his efforts to borrow 
money. It is of course known that the city must 
have $3,000,000 before the ist. of June or its 
paper will. or may, be protested. This being 
the case, the Committee were willing to do any- 
thing intheir power to hold up the Com 
troller's hands in his efforts to make 
both ends meet. They therefore agreed to 
recommend to the uncil to put the 
item back, but to make at the same 
time a reduction to the same amount in éome 
other way, and by cutting down other items. 
How well they succeeded may be seen by read- 
ing the report of the Council proceedings in 
another column. 

The Comptroller’s third request was refused.

MURDEROUS BOOT-BLACK. 
CAUSE OF THE AFFRAY. 

About 7 o’cloek last evening an altercation 
occurred on the corner of Wabash avenue and 
Twenty-second street, between Henry Hughes, 
who attends the switch for the South Side Rail- 
way Company at that point, and John Butler, a 
news-boy and boot-black, in which the former 
received a stab from the effects of which it is 
hardly probable that he will recover. At the 
hour pamed both boys stood on the corner 
quarreling about something or other. Hughes 
threatened to strike Butler and the latter dared 
him to doit. Hughes thereupon gave Butler a 
push, who immediately drew from his pocket an 
open knife and plunged it into his autagonist. 
Butler, as soon as he committed tbe 
deed, ran off. The wounded boy, who 
fainted as soon as he was stabbed, was 
taken in the drug-store under the Avenue 
House and Dr. L. H. Montgomery sent for. The 
Doctor e ined the wound and found that the 
knife entered the body right over the apex of 
the heart, between the sixth and seventh ribs. 
There was but little bleeding from the woand 
externally. While in the drug-store the bo 
fainted several times, his face got icy cold, an 
it was not believed that he could survive fifteen 
minutes. After some restoratives, however, had 
been applied to him, be recovered sufficiently to 
be taken to bis home in the rear of No. 47 Eld- 
ridge court. He was accompanied by the Doc- 
tor and au officer. The Doctor stayed with him 
some time, and when he left he was somewhat 
improved. He was, however, still in a critical 
condition. It is the Doctor’s opinion that the 
knife which entered between the sixth and 
seventh ribs slantingly gianced off on the 
seventh. If suchis the case, and no internal 
hemorrhage takes place, there is some chance 
for the boy’s recovery. 

Afew minutes after the stabbing occurred 
Officer Arch appesred on the scene. and when he 
learned that Butler had run away he started in 
pursuit of him. He learned that the boy had 
made tracks for his home, at No. 932 Clark street, 
and there he went to search for him. When 
within a few rods of the house he beard a news- 
boy, who had run ahead of him, call up to But- 
ler to get out of the way as the police were com- 
ing to arrest him. Butler at once ran out of the 
rear door of the house, but the officer 
was too quick for him, and caught 
bim on the Michigan Southern Hal- 
road track. He took him to the Twenty-Second 
Street Station, where he was locked up LC a ceil. 
He was very sulien when arrested, and claimed 
to have acted in self-defense, as the boy Hughes 
had struck him. He says he done the stabbing 
with his pocket-knife, which, however, has not 
vet been found. 

This boy Butler, who is 15 years old, has been 
selling papers and blaeking boots in the vicinity 
where be committed the deed for some time 

and bears the character of being 4 very 

case. He was continually fighting and 
quarreling with the other boys, and has been 
several times under arrest. It is claimed that he 
did the stabbing deliberately, and that he had 
the open knife in his pocket ready to plunge it 
in bis victim if the latter should dare to resent 
his insults. The boy Hughes is also 15 years of 
age, and has the reputation of being 
an industrious and inoffending lad. He was

The weekly mortaltty report of the Sanitary

colored, 2. As to ages, 45 were under | year; 
15 under 2; 19 from 3 to 10 years inclu- 
sive; and an average of 7 in each ten 
years above that point to 80. Their ail- 
ments were: Convulsions, 16; consump- 
tion, 14; fever, 12; pueumonia, 9; whoop- 
ing cough, 7; old age, 6; meningitis, 6; inflam- 
mation of the brain, 3; inanition, 3; indiges- 
tion, 2; heart disease, 3; bronchitis, 3; diph- 
theria, 6. 

The month of February compared favorably 
with January, losing 558 agains 551 in January. 
Of these, 175 were not 1 year old, and only 7 
had passed 80 years. The males were 301, and 
females 257. fifty-seven died of consumption, 
being about one-tenth of all. Seventy-one 
children died iv convulsions, 33 of diphtheria, 20 
of bronchitis, 42 of scarlet fever, 38 of pneu- 
monia.

BEECHER. 
GEN. BUTLER. 
Special Dispatch te The Caicago Tribune. 

Boston, March 7.—The Journal recently pub- 
lished a communication saying that, At a 
meeting of the Board of Governors of the Mili- 
tary Hospitals held at Augusta, Me., in the 


autumn of 1874, after the first- published letters 


of Tilton and Beecher, and before the trial, the 
Board, of whom Gen. Butler is Chairman, after 
official examination of the Hospital, sat down to 
@ private dinver. Toward the close of the repast 
Gen. Martindale, addressing Gen. Butler, in- 
quiredif he was at liberty to state what he 
knew about the scandal, and his conclusions 
respecting the truth of the charges 
against Beecher. Gen. Butler replied that he 
koew the whole story, having heard both 
sides, and every material fact, and added em- 
phaticaly, and without hesitation, ‘Mr. Beecher 


is not guilty of the charges made Tilton.’ 
This declaration was, of course, made before his 
employment by Moulton to draw up his state- 
ment.” Gen. Butler replies in the Journal to- 
day, saying, first. that no meeting was held in 
theautumn of 1874; second, that no meeting 
was beld in July, before any statements were 
made; third, thas he was not present at any 
other meeting; fourth, that, in discussions, 
he did not vay that Mr. Beecher was 
not guilty of ‘the charge made by Mr. 
Tilton, put, on the contrary, did say that, in his 
judgment and belief, Beecher was guilty, a fact 
which he had never doubted, and never heard of 
anybody else doubting until afser it was proved 
upon him by the oaths of four or five witnesses 
and his own letters; fifth, that his declaration 
of guilt or innocence was not made before his 
employmenot by Moulton to draw up his state- 
ment, that employment being previcus to the 
10th of Julv, and the statement was made 
before the 13th of August. He then pro- 
nounces the writer of the sommunica- 
tion an infamous har, and adds a 
letter from Gen. Martindale, written in answer 
to a vote from him, and saving: Ou the ques- 
tion of Mr. Beecher s innocence or guilt of those 
charges | am quite sure that you never main- 
tained nor professed to believe in his ionocence. 
I bave always supposed that you thought him 
guilty, and yet I cannot now sav definitely that 
I have heard you declare as much. ili I be- 
lieve I have.” 


THE “CONGREGATIONALIST” ON THE AD- 
VISORY COUNCIL. 

The Boston Congregationalist bas an editorial, 
five columns long, analyzing and criticising the 
work of the recent Plymouth Church Advisory 
Council. The‘article, evidently from the pen of Dr. 
Dexter,—who is an acknowledged high author- 
itv op questions of usage and polity,—is calmly 
severe in its strictures upon the course and de- 
cisions of that body. It strongly condemns 
the course of the Council in going entirely out- 
side of the letter missive im passing judg- 
ment upon the labors of the Church En vests. 
gaiing Committee of 1874, and. still more fia- 
grantiy, in considering and advising with refer- 
ence to the Andover Church letter, which was 
not even in existence when the letter missive 
was sent out. It condemns the answers to the 
first two questions as evasive and vague; ap- 
proves in general of the replies to the 
third and fourth; ronounces the re- 
sponse to the fifth (relative to the Moulton 
Council) as also evasive in some parts, and as 
contrary to all previous usage in others; strongly 
opposes the conclusions of the reply relative to 
the Andover Church letter, and shows by cita- 
tions from what are known as the Cambridge 
and Boston platforms, that these are in flat con- 
tradiction to the principles therein laid dowa 
and heretofore accepted by the churches; 
and pronounces an unprecedented and 
@angerous the constitution of the Scandal 
Commission of five,—asserting that the 
Council had no more right to make the provision 
which they did in this case than they had to 
nominate acandidete for President, aud that 
the constitution of such a Commission, no mat- 
ter how eminent the names composing it, is the 
widest ile departure “from tbe settled 
usages of the Congregational bedy. The article, 
on the whole, thinks the largely biased constitu- 
tion of the Council, and the actual outcome of 
its labors, will combine to render its result of no 
great weight in the denomination. 

Prof. Smythe, of Andover Seminary, who is 
Professor of Church History and ought to know 
something about such matters, also publisbes in 
the U a lengthy defense of the 
letter which, as Committeeman, he bore to 
Brooklyn, and has intimated before his class 
that, baving put their hands to the plow, the 
Seminary Church will not look back until a sat- 
isfactory re-examination of this extraordinary 
case is had. 


THE REV. DR. STORRS’ POSITION. 
New York Times, March 6. 

Inquiry at the headquarters of the American 
Congregational Union and the Home Missionary 
Society discloses the fact that Dr. Storrs’ letters 
of resiguation of office in these Societies were 
received feb. 26. The letters were sim- 
ple statements of resignation without the 
reasons leading to the action. The only 
reference to reasons was the avowal 
that the grounds of action were to the 
writer ‘‘perfectly satisfactory.” Neither did 
the letters in themselves forecast any action be- 
yond the resignation. The letters having been 
received, they were on Monday referred to the 


the sequel to resignation would be withdrawal 
from the Congregational Church. And though 
there was no statement of reasons in the letter, 
no one doubted that they were in general a dis- 
vatisfaction with certain acts and decrees of the 
late Advisory Council, In the Home Missionary 
Society the feeling of sorrow at the course de- 
termined on by Dr. Storrs was very strong. 
It was felt that the denomination cou 
not afford to lose so strong a member. It was 
determined that Dr. Storrs should be restrained 
from leaving the denomination if possible, and 
that, before his resignation was accepted, he 
should be called upon to state the causes that 
lead to it. A committee of three was appointed 
to confer with Dr. Storrs, the instructions being 
to persuade him, if posible, to withdraw his re- 
signation, but. in any event, to ask of him 
a statement of causes. The Committee ap- 
pointed was the Rey. Dr. Taylor, of tho Taber- 
nacle ; the Rey. Dr. Clapp, Secretary, aud Mr. 
Smith, Treasurer, of the Home Missionary So- 
ciety. +. last night the Committee had not 
met with Dr. Storra, the reason assigned for the 
failure to meet him being Dr. Taylor's absence 
in New Haven the greater part of the week. 
One of the committeemen told a Times re- 
porter last night that he had conversed with 
Dr. Storrs on the subject of his resignation, 
but did not feel at liberty to disclose what Dr. 
Storrs had said to him. It might be true that, 
— stated, the action of the Advisory 
Council was the cause of resignation. He be- 
lieved that Mr. Storrs was preparing a letter to 
the Committee, in which his views would 
be fully stated. That letter, he presumed, 
would be made public. Several of the Di- 
rectors of the two societies with which 
Dr. Storrs has been connected were asked 
yesterday if they thought he would follow his 
resignation with witadrawal from the Co a- 
tional Church. Tue reply was uniformly in the 
affirmative. Dr. Ward, of the Independent, one 
of the Directors of the Home Missionary So- 
ciety, said, in addition, that he had been in- 
formed of a reopening of negotiations between 
Dr. Storrs and the Brick Presbyterian Church. 
It will be remembered that Dr. Storrs declined a 
call to this church some months ago. Cn in- 
quiry it was found that no official reopening of 
negotiations had as yet been made. It — 
to be tolerably certain, however, that the Brick 
Church — still be glad to obtain for its 
astor so eminent a cle as the Rev. Dr. 
Storrs : and it is probable that should Dr. Storrs 
privately signify his willingness to accept a call 
after certain preliminary arrangements, 
church would extend it.
